NAMES ofihe 
STATES 


PART I 


(Prepared by the National Geographic So- 


ciety. Washington. U. C.) 


To all Americans the origin of the 


names of our states should prove an 
Interesting subject, and from it nu 
small amount of history and geography 
Is'to be l<.-un»cd. I; is, hoxvever, a mere 
complicated-subject to trace than the 
origin of the nomenclature of Euro- 
pean states, which, for the most part, 
bear names derived simply from the 
ancient tribes by which they were 
formerly inhabited. 


Of our 48 states, we find that 23 


bear names of Indhm origin, while 
12 are English, six Spanish, three 
French, and two bear names that must 
be 
considered, 
from 
a 
historical 


standpoint, American. 


Considering the states with English 


names first, the origin of most of these 
will be familiar to us from our studies 
in American colonial history. 
The 


first of these is New Hampshire, the 
original territory of which was con- 
veyed by a patent of the Plymouth 
company to John Mason in 1G29 and 
named by him for the English county 
of Hampshire. 


When the Dutch navigator Adrian 


Block sailed into Narrnuansott bay. 
about 1C14, he encountered an island 
of fiery aspect, due to the red clay 
in some portions of its shores. 
He 


called it Koode Eylandt (Ked Island), 
and the surrounding country received 
its name from that of the island. 
The English settlers, who, with Roger 
Williams at their head, received a 
charter for this region from the Eng- 
lish 
Crown 
in 
1G44, 
Anglicized 


the name, making it Rhode Island. 
There is a theory, also, that our small- 
est state was named after the Island 
of Rhodes, in the Mediterranean, but 
it is difficult to substantiate this claim, 
as the two localities in no way re- 
semble one another. 


The Empire State, New York, as 


is well known, was originally called 
New Netherlands, while the city was 
known as New Amsterdam. But when 
the colony was taken over by the 
English, iu 3GG4, the names of both 
were changed to New York, not, as 
might be supposed, after the city of 
York. England, but in honor of Charles 
IPs brother, the Duke of York, after- 
ward James II of England, to whom 
the grant was made. 


The duke, in turn, transferred the 


southern portion of his grant to Sir 
George Carteret, who settled there and 
named the country after the Channel 
isle of Jersey, which place he had 
bravely defended against the parlia- 
mentary forces in the English Civil 
war. 
Only One Named for Its Founder. 
Charles II of England, the "Merry 


Monarch," spent so much of his coun- 
try's funds on pleasure tlu:t state 
debts often remained unpaid. One of 
these was for salary to one Sir Wil- 
liam Penn, one of the lords of the 
admiralty, who. on his de;:th, be- 
queathed the claim, which amounted 
to some 10,000 pounds, to his son, 
William Penn. a Quaker. The latter 
agreed to accept a land grant from the 
crown in exchange for the debt. 


Penn wanted to call this land "Syl- 


vania" on account of its vast forests, 
but the king insisted that thr founder's 
name be incorporated in thnt of the 
colony, nnd thus it is ns Pennsylvania, 
literally "Penn's woods," that the' Key- 
stone state is known to us today. It 
is the only state named for its founder. 


Our second smallest state, Dela- 


ware, bears the name of Lord de la 
Warr, first governor and captain-gen- 
eral of Virginia, who in 1G30 went on 
an exploring expedition in the bay 
and river after which the Mate is 
named. 


The first En^li^h Romnn Catholic 


settlement in America was nrnle in 
Maryland, in 1(>/!4, and this '-olony, 
by the way, was the first to exu-ml re- 
ligious toleration to nil. It w:;« named 
after the queen of Charles I, Henrietta 
Maria, who -,va« the daughter of Henry 
of Navarre and was of th<' Roman 
Catholic faith. 


The strong tendency of the < nrlier 


English settlers to perpetuate English 
royal names in their settlements is 
indicative of th"ir loyalty to the crown 
and is further illustrated in the names 
of the Virginias, the Carolina.': and 
Georgia. 


Tltf first of thepe was named by 


Sir Walter Raleigh for Eliznbet!'. the 
Virgin Queen, who was on the drone 
of England when the first settlements 
were .attempted. In ir>S5. 


When the state of West 
Virginia 


was formed, in iSfiS, it was fir-t pro- 
posed to call it "Knna\vha." after 
one- 
<>f 
it- 
8 rivers, and 
rmirh regret 


I has 
bo.ra voiced that this fine old 


Indian name was not adopted. 


There has been some confusion as to 


which King Charfes 
the Carolinas 


were named for. 
In TOGO Jean Ui- 


bault. a French explorer, named this 
region after Charles IX of France. 
The name, however, did not come into 
general 
use 
and for 
a 
time dis- 


appeared. About 1030 the country \vu» 
referred to as Carolina in some Eng- 
lish state papers, and it was con- 
sidered to have beeti so named after 
Charles I of England, but it was 
not until 1GGH ihat the name Carolina 
was definitely applied to this section 
by the lords proprietor, who had re- 
ceived a grant to the land from Charles 
II and who named the country in his 
honor. 


Georgia was named by and for King 


George II of England, and the colony 
was referred to under this name in 
the 
charter 
which 
that 
monarch 


granted to General Oglethorpe. the 
founder, in 17H2. 
, Of the three states bearing French 
names,- the origin of one is doubtful, 
This small number is out of proper- 
tion to the Extent of French explora- 
tions, evidence of which can be gained 
from the trail of French place-names 
from the mouth of the St. Lawrence 
to New Orleans. 


Vermont 
was 
first 
explored 
by 


Samuel de Champlain in 1609 and was 
so named by him after its Green 
Mountains (Vert Mont), which are the 
dominating natural 
feature 
of 
the 


state. 


The generally accepted version of 


the origin of the name of Maine Is 
that it was so called by some early 
French 
explorers after 
the 
French 


province of that name, wherein was 
located the private estate of Henrietta 
Maria, wife of Charles I of England. 


There is another meaning ascribed 


to the name, fairly well supported by 
authorities. According to this version. 
the fishermen on the islands along the- 
coast of Maine always referred to that 
region as the "Mayn land," and in 
support of this theory we find the 
colony referred to in a grant of Charles 
I to Sir Fernando Gorges in 1G39 as 
"the province or county of Mayne." 


Louisiana for Louis XIV. 


The third state name of French 


origin is that of Louisiana, so called 
In honor of Louis XIV. The name 
.was first applied in 1GS3 by the dar- 
ing French explorer, La Salle, 
employed it to indicate the vast ter- 
ritory watered by the Mississippi ai 
its tributaries. 


Permanent Spanish settlements with- 


in the present boundaries of the Unit- 
ed States were made earlier than those- 
of any other country and they were 
numerous. 
As a result, we have six 


states bearing, names of Spanish origin, 
and in them and their neighbors we 
find a large number of town and coun- 
ty names from this tongue. 


The first state to bear a Spanish 


name was Florida, which was dis- 
covered by Ponce de Leon on Easter 
Sunday, 1512. Two theories exist re- 
garding the origin of the name. 
One 


refers to the Spanish term, Pascua 
Florida 
(Easter 
Sunday — -literally, 


"Feast of the Flowers"), having ref- 
erence to the flowers with which the 
churches in Spain are decorated on 
that day. In view of the day on 
which the discovery was made, this 
is probably the correct explanation of 
the origin. 


The- second theory is that Ponce de- 


Leon simply used the word "Florida," 
meaning "flowery," from the aspect 
of the country. 


The other Spanish-named states lie 


in the Far West. 
Any one who has 


seen the snow-clad peaks of Nevada 
can well appreciate the descriptive 
word, "Snowy." 


While not explored or colonized by 


Spaniards, Montana bears a Spanish, 
(some say Latin) name. 
This large 


state's giant ranges and cordillerns 
make it-; name, which means "Motin*-' 
talnous," singularly appropriate. 
i 


Colorado was probably named from" 


the river, although only its tributaries 
flow through the state. 
The word 


is Spanish for "red" in the sense 
of "ruddy," and may come from the 
color of the stream at some places. 
Then, again, it is possible that the 
state was named from the red earth 
of some regions which were settled In 
the early days.

KILIJNU HIS WIFE

for three days had been investigating 
th« death June 18 of Mrs. Grace Kep-

ment of flrsA degree murder against 
B, Kvard Kepner, huuband of the wo- 
man.

verdict of a coroner's jury ot inquest, 
that Mrs. Kepner, member of a prom- 
inent Frederick family, met her death 
"at the hands of a person unknown." 
Mrs. Kepner's body was found across! 
a bed in her room at her father's 
homo, with a bullet wound through 
tiie head. Aftor viewing the body, 
acting coroner Wood, of Frederick, 
decided Mrs. Kepner had committed 
suicide, but members of her family 
doiiiiiinlcd an iuqutJHt, which resulted 
in the reversal of the coroner's, ver- 
dict and led to the recall of the Feb- 
ruary grand jury. 


In his talk Kepner shows himself 


to be calm and collected without sign 
of a nervous breakdown. It wag the 
evidence of one 
of Kepner's close 


friends and business associates whom, 
he asked three days before the crime 
to teach him how to use the pistol 
with which the woman was murdered 
that convinced the grand jury without 
a doubt that Kepner should be indict- 
ed.

:± - The name Spanish grandees is given 


To the higher nobility, of Spain—dating 
from the Thirteenth centurj—who at 
one tune enjoyed almost royal privi- 
lege^. They held their honors by in- 
heritance, were exempt from taxation, 
and could lca\e the kingdom, and even 
enter the service of a foreign prince 
nt war \\itti Spain, without incurring 
the penalties of treason. 
In addition 


they had the right to remain covered 
In the presence of the sovereign and 
could not be summoned before any 
civil or criminal tribunal without a 
special warrant from the king. In na- 
tional assemblies the grandees took 
precedence of the titled nobility. 


Ferdinand and Isabella greatly cur- 


tailed these peculiar privileges, and 
Charles V limited their number of 
families to 1C and reduced them to a 
dependent condition. 
Their dignities 


and prerogatives were totally abolished 
by Joseph Bonaparte, but these were 
partly restored by Ferdinand VII on 
his accession to the throne.

I. Mary Saved (Luke 8:1, 2). 
While Jefcus and His disciples were 


preaching throughout the villages of 
Galilee, Mary and certain other wom- 
en heard the good news of salvation 
and were saved. Evil spirits were cast 
out of them. Mary had been possessed 
with seven demons. The number seven 
Indicates the completeness of her af- 
fliction. 
Bodily affliction usually ac- 


companied demon possession. 
Doctor 


Erdman bays: "It is a cruel error to 
confuse Mary Magdalene with the ein- 
ful woman of -whom Luke has just 
been writing. Mary had suffered from 
demon possession, as here stated, but 
there is nothing in the gospels to indi- 
cate that she had ever been a woman 
of notoriously evil life." So wide- 
spread Is tins false impression that 
many rescue homes for fallen women 
are named unjustly, "Magdalene." 


II. Mary Ministering (Luke 8:3). 
She. with certain women who had 


been saved from Satan's power, out of 
a heart of gratitude looked after the 
comfort of the Lord and His disciples. 
These women must have been in easy 
circumstances, as they were able to 
buy food and other necessities and, 
doubtless, lodging for Jesus and His 
disciples. These women were the fore- 
runners of that large company of saved 
women who have throughout the Chris- 
tian centuries been ministering to the 
Lord through kindness to His minis- 
ters. How poor would be this world 
without the ministry of godly women. 


III. Mary's Steadfastness (John 19: 


25). 


After the men and disciples had for- 


saken the Lord a group of faithful 
women remained at the cross, among 
•whom was Mary Magdalene. 
Others 


lingered, prompted by natural affec- 
tion, but she lingered out of grateful 
love for salvation from Satan's bond- 
age. 


IV. Mary at the Empty Tomb (John 


20:11-18). 


1. Mistaken Tears (11-13). She had 


come to the tomb to weep and to pay 
respect to the body of her Lord. She 
wa& weeping over what she regarded 
as a tragic loss. In spite of her love 
and faith, she was in a state of con- 
fusion. 
If she had known what was 


revealed to her a short time afterward, 
she would not have thus wept. She 
was weeping because the tomb was 
empty, when the real cause for weep- 
ing woul'd have been the Lord's body 
In the tomb. 
How many times we 


break our hearts over misunderstand- 
ing. The fact that a living body had 
walked out of the tomb instead of the 
dead body in it should have occasioned 
rejoicing. 
The empty tomb is the 


Christian's ground for hope. 


2. The Unrecognized Master (w. 14, 


15). 


She was within sight of the living 


Lord, yet mourning for Him. Let us 
look in the right direction and we shall 
have our sorrows turned into Joys. The 
reason she did not recognize the Lord 
T\as that He did not appear as she 
thought He should. Many times our 
preconceived notions prevent us from 
seeing Je^us. 


3. Restrained Familiarity (vv. 16, 


17). 


Tho full moaning of Jehus' words 


when ho forbade Mary to touch Him 
perhaps we cannot surely know. The 
difficulty doubtless inhered in Mary's 
misunderstanding. She Deemed to think 
that the samo relntions instituted be- 
fore the 
resurrection could be re- 


sumed. He showed her that He Avas 
ascending Into glory and that He 
should henceforth receive divine wor- 
ship. 


4. Mnrv Tolling the Good News of 


the Resurrection (vv. 17. IS). 


Tho noed of tolling the good news 


to the poor despondent disciples was 
so urgent that there was no time for 
familiarity. \Vlint joy thorp must have 
been in the hearts of the disciples at 
tbis good

It would not he so bad if there were 
only wear. 
The tear Is what raises 


havoc. 


It Is no novelty to hear a grinding 


nr clashing within a car when a care- 
less driver starts or when he changes 
from one speed to another. 
If such 


a driver kn«w what was going on in- 
side of It when this unseemly noise 
occurs, he would hire a chauffeur or 
else take a few lessons In automotive 
mechanics to learn how not to abuse 
his machine in this way. If the driver 
were a chauffeur and the owner knew 
what such a noise meant it Is likely 
the chauffeur would be sent to school 
or be out of a Job. 


AVhen the car Is standing, the en- 


gine is running in neutral and no ge'ar 
on the transmission shaft is engaged. 
To start, it is customary to discon- 
nect the engine by disengacing the 
clutch and to move the lever so that 
the gears that give the slowest speed 
will engage. 
Once the car Is under 


way and it is desired to Increase the 
speed, the lever Is shoved forward, 
moving the transmission gears for- 
ward until the gears that give second 
speed are engaged. 


The wise driver, just at the Instant 


of shifting the gear, would throttle 
down his engine one-half and bring 
the number of revolutions of the gear 
tehaft to approximately that of the 
transmission shaft, which Is kept in 
motion by the momentum of the car. 
He will also stop for an Instant In 
neutral before completing the shift to 
allow for adjustment. 
When both 


gears are revolving at about the same 
speed, the shift Is practically noise- 
less and frlctionless. 


In shifting to high speed the en 


gine should be throttled more closely 
and the shift lever should hesitate , 
again if one would avoid the thump 
and jerk commonly felt when high 
gear is thrown in. Constant jerking 
and jumping, thus caused, rack the 
mechanism, chassis 
and body and 


shorten the life of each. 
Economy 


as well as comfort Is Involved in shift- 
Ing gears properly. 


In reversing, to back the car, the 


gear operation intensifies the prob- 
lem. In addition to the difference in 
speed and variance of teeth revolu- 
tions, there is added the contrary di- 
rection of the two gears which are to 
engage. 
To throw back on reverse, 


even at moderate speed, menaces the 
gears and shakes things up uncom- 
fortably. Fortunately it is almost in- 
variably necessary to fully stop the 
car before reversing, and the neces- 
sity of caution in backing prompts 
very low speed throughout the opera- 
tion.

MISALIGNED WHEELS 


QUICKLY WEAR TIRES 


Many Miles of Perfectly Good 


Service Thrown Away. 


Thousands of perfectly good miles of 


tire service are thrown away actually 
by motorists. It is all dene Innocently 
on the part of the car owner through 
misalignment of wheels. 


Although the wheels are out of line 


no more than a quarter of an inch, the 
resultant damage will be death for ths 
tire before it has given nearly all of 
the service which was built Into it by 
the manufacturer. 


When misalignment is extremely bad 


the motorist must notice it, but in the 
lesser cases it cannot be detected with- 
out an accurate test. Most up-to-date 
tire service stations are equipped with 
specially constructed instruments for 
testing "alignments. Many gas filling 
stations also use them while the car 
is stopped to be filled with gasoline. 
Almost any tire service station will 
test alignment for the asking and will 
be glad to point out and correct the 
cause of trouble. 


When wheels are out of line for any 


reason, the result is a scraping which 
quickly wears away the tread surface. 
Instead of running straight ahead and 
accepting the natural traction surface 
friction, the tire is compelled virtually 
to skid along sideways. 


This condition frequently is the fault 


of bent axles, but not always. It may 
be 
broken 
springs, 
loose 
spring 


shackles, sprung frames, loose steering 
knuckles, bent pinions, wornout bear- 
Ings or wabbly wheels.

CHUM SHOOTS AND KILLS 


FOltMEll LITTLESTOWN BOY 


John McCall. 15-year-old son of Mr. 


and Mrs. Carter McCall, at "Green 
Spot" camp, three miles from Wrighti- 
ville. was killed Thursday by Hen- 
ry V. Wallick, also 15 yeais, who 
claims that he did not know that the 
revolver he was handling in their ttnt 
was loaded. The ball from the revol- 
ver entered McCall's forehead and 
came out the back of his head near 
the base of the skull, killing him in- 
stantly. The occurrence has a'oused 
many residents! agaimt the alleged 
careless handling of ' revolvers by 
boys, of Wrightsville, who it 
Ifc com- 


plained can buy them with 
ease. 


The McCall boy was on his cot wlten 
the accident occurred. Dr. Hoover, of 
Wrightsville, informed Corun.n Mc- 
Conkey there were no suspicious cir- 
cumstances connected with The aiTuu. 
The only witness to the affair, Wal- 
lick, who did the shooi:n£, cla.ros that 
ATcCall had the gun first, and then 
handed it to him, statin? lint ir -\\as 
empty, and he taking k for g.anted 
pulled the trigger.

The coroner declared the

"purely accidental". He did not hold 
an inquest.

mostly from Littlestown, to take a last 
look on the features ot the lad, the 
mothei. Mrs. Carter McCall, svoonecl 
and tell in a heap by the side of the 
coffin. Fear was expressed cn,ei her 
condition fop a time. As a climax 
of the tragedy, the boy. whose Sager 
accidentally touched off the carriage 
which sent the fatal bullet into the 
brain of his lifelong chum, was over- 
come with grief a& the body was low- 
ered into the ground and it was ne- 
cessary for loving and tender hands 
to literally drag him from the ceme- 
tery.
